charges.” 


"Postmaster General Burleson is un­ 
able to put into effect increased tele­ 
phone rates without violating the rules 
of the railroad commission," declared 
the order which was transmitted to the 
’ telephone com panies. 
"The railroad 
commission 
denies 
authority of 
the 
postmaster general to do this and each 
of said increases brought into effect in 
this state is unauthorized and illegal." 
Holding that Burleson exceeded his 
I jurisdiction over regulation of inter­

In view

interest awakened by a statem ent re­ 
cently published in your paper relat­ 
ing to a proposed or possible move­ 
m ent for the establishm ent of an in­ 
dustrial college for girls a t Santa Ana 
or o th er suitable point in Southern 
California, I desire to briefly outline 
the history of such an institution in 
Texas, for which I was 
given 
the 
credit of being the promoter. 
Over twenty years ago, appreciating 
-the discrim inations educational, indus­ 
trial and political which so 
eriously 
handicapped the womanhooti of that 
stats in the race of life, I inaugurated 
a movement, first in the press and 
later lr. the state legislature, having 
in view the overthrow of the old edu­ 
cational and social system which was 
responsible thereior. 
The suggestion that a girl should 
be educated along practical industrial 
lines to prepare her for the duties 
and responsibilities which would, cer­ 
tainly be Imposed upon her, was un­ 
m ercifully ridiculed! by the tim e-serv­ 
ing politicians and a large per cent 
of the school teachers as well as the 
non-progressive people generally. 
W hile a member of the Texas legis­ 
lature in the early part of the year 
1899, I organized a force for the pur­ 
pose of 
overcoming 
the 
prejudice 
which at that ti ne existed, not only 
against the industrial training of the 
girls but of the boys, of the state as 
well. 
I aswutred the leadership of the 
movement and succeeded in securing 
a dem ocratic platform 
demand 
for 
the establishm ent by the legislature 
of an industrial 
college 
for 
gills. 
That, did not. however, overcome the 
prejudices against the proposed m eas­ 
ure. 
A notable contest covering prac­ 
tically the entire 
session 
of 
the 
27th legislature in 1901, culm inating 
in the passage cf the bill, resulted. 
The flight co t me several thousand 
dollars in addition to the time spent 
in campaigning the state. 
I paid all 
of th e expenses 
of 
the 
strenuous 
cam paign of which I kept no account. 
In the fall of 1903 the college open­ 
ed for the reception of pupils w ith 
Professor Cree T. W ork of California 
as president. 
The attendance during 
the first session was not large, but it 
lias increased on an average of over 
30 per cern annually until last year 
it had a total enrollm ent of over 12&0 
—over 1909 including the sum m er ses­ 
sion. 
it brings to the town of Denton, 
not half as large as S anta Ana 
or 
Riverside, over one million dollars 
■per annum. 
It is recognized as the most popu­ 
lar educational institution in the great 
state of Texas, the university not ex­ 
cepted. At the present rate of grow th 
it will in a few years surpass th a t in- 
stiHition in its patronage. 
The limit of this article precludes a 
discussion of the many 
courses 
of 
study wtiich are provided to m eet the 
varied demands of the students.

Necessity For Changing 
When Car Is Pulling 


Do you know ju st why it is neces 
Bary for you to put your car into lo* 
gear when you sta rt to climb a steep 
hill? No doubt you have often thought 
it an entirely useless procedure and 
have tried to take hills on high gear 
w ithout considering just what the ef­ 
fect would be on youV motor. 
If automobiles were always driven 
on sm ooth, level roads always at ah 
even rate of speed., there would be no 
need of a gear case and the interest­ 
ing operation of changing from high to 
interm ediate or low gear. In th a t case 
there would be only a clutch to con­ 
nect arid disconnect the engine from 
the road wheels. 
No 
other 
device 
would be needed to meet the condition 
of smooth, straight roads, where speed 
is possible and highly desirable. But 
for sandy roads and steep grades it 
would be necessary to have 
a 
very 
high-powered motor, and the maximum 
power of such a m otor would be used 
only a t rare intervals, if there were 
no change speed gears. 
Power Is Needed on Heavy Grades 
Gasoline engines do 
not 
operate 
most efficiently at low speed. To oper­ 
ate a gasoline engine with economy. 
it m ust run at a fairly high speed rate. 
On a heavy grade or a sandy road it 
is power, and not 
speed, 
th a t 
is 
needed. 
If the engine cannot develop 
the pow er necessary to pull the car 
through the sand or up the hill while 
it is running at a given speed, it is 
obvious th a t its speed m ust be in­ 
creased. 
That is the function of low- 
and interm ediate speed gears. 
The transm ission gear-set is a de­ 
vice which makes it possible to oper­ 
ate the automobile engine a t normal 
high speed to develop pow-er and tran s­ 
mit it to the road wheels at a lower 
speed. 
It is m erely an arrangem ent 
of gears on parallel shafts which per­ 
mit a selective meshing a t varying 
ratios, so that w ithout decreasing the 
engine speed a lower speed is tran s­ 
m itted to the drive shaft. 
Most peo 
pie are familiar with the principle of 
reducing speed by the use of gears in 
other types of machinery. 
The gear- 
set usually 
is 
arranged 
for 
three 
speeds—low, interm ediate 
and 
high 
forward and reverse. 
High Speed Gear is Direct Drive 
The high speed gear is krow n as the 
direct drive, which means th at the pro- 
i peller shaft, leading from the trans- 
| mission case to the rear axle is direct­ 
l y connected to the engine shaft and 
I makes th e same number of revolutions 
I when this gear is engaged. 
T he interm ediate speed gear prob- 
I ably will give about two revolutions 
! of the motor shaft to one of the pro- 
[ peller shaft, while the low speed ratio 
; is three or three and one-half to one. 
j The reverse gear usually is a trifle 
lower, or about four to one. These fig­ 
ures will vary in different makes of 
cars, but they are generally accurate. 
Besides the transm ission gear re­ 
duction, there is a reduction at the 
rear axle, through 
the 
differential 
gears, ranging from three to one to 
five to one, with the average about 
four and one-half to one. This means 
that the propeller shaft m akes four 
and one-half revolutions to every one 
of the axle and road wheels. 
The m otorist who is careelss about 
changing gears when he sta rts up a 
steep hill even though it seem s un­ 
necessary will sooner or later discover 
that he is burning more gasoline than 
is necessary.

SHOULD KEEP BOLTS ON 
REAR GAS TANKS TIGHT 


Where the gasoline tank of an au­ 
tomobile is suspended to the rear end 
of a car’s frame the weight of the 
tank filled with gasoline puts a con­ 
siderable strain on the braces that 
hold it. These braces work loose and 
allow the tank to shift out of position 
and probaly spring 
a 
leak 
which 
necessitates considerable work to re­ 
pair. 
The bolts and nuts securing 
the 
gasoline tank should be tightened oc­ 
casionally. 
Where long truss 
bolts 
extend all the way across the gaso­ 
line tank, from one side to the other, 
the nuts at the ends of these bolts 
should not be tightened too tightly, 
as too great a strain on the end seams 
of the gasoline tank will cause a leak. 
For making an emergency 
repair 
job on a small leak in a gasoline tank 
a bar of brown soap can be used to 
advantatge. 
Before putting the soap 
over the hole take a good sized lump 
of It and knead it between your An­ 
gers, working it into a ball until it 
has become fairly soft, then press it 
over the place where the hole is in 
the tank. 
By pressing the soap well 
against the tank some of it can 
be 
forced Into the hole, making with the 
reinforcement of the rest of the soap* 
on the outside of the tank a patch 
that will hold for some time. 
In making an 
emergency 
repair 
where the hole in the tank 
is 
too 
large to use the brown soap method, 
it Is sometimes possible to 
stop a 
gasoline tank leak by driving a spigot 
of red cedar into the hole. The leak 
will not end immediately 
after the 
spigot is driven into the hole, but 
when the gasoline soaks 
into 
the 
wood it will swell and make a good 
enough emergency repair 
for 
the 
motorist to reach home.

“All terminal connections should he 
gone over to determine whether thej 
are clean and tight. This is especially 
true to the terminals on the storage 
battery and at the point where the 
battery is grounded to the frame ol 
the car if it is a single wire system. 
The connections between the storage 
battery and the starting motor should 
be clean and free from corrosion, ll 
these connections are not tight and 
clean, improper performance of

When the cylinder head is removed 
from a motor in scraping carbon or 
grinding the valves, the results of the 
job are not accomplished unless care 
is used in replacing the cylinder head 
Before placing the head in position 
take a cloth or piece of waste and 
wipe the face of the top of the cylin 
dors and the head to remove any dirt 
This is necessary to make the head 
set solidly on the cylinders.

R E P A IR IN G B R A K E R O D S 
The brake rod devices get less at­ 
tention than any other part of an 
automobile, and after a season’s use 
they become worn and rattle. A quick 
way to stop the annoying rattle is to 
drill out their holes with a drill that 
is a little larger than the original 
hole In the clevis, and then fit a pin 
into the hole that is the same size 
as the drill used. 
Ordinarily the pins that are used 
in the brake rod clevis are nothing
